'I'licrc was a lari^o tneailow at the 
hack i)f tlit^ ganleii in wliiuli, iluriiii,' tin; 
KUiiinifr I iiiif, many crifkt^t iiiatcliirH 
wciti liclil. Although never jilayiiig 
hiiii.st.'lf, (Jliarles Dickens ileliglitcil in 
■"the ganu!, and wouUl nit in his tttnt., 
keeping score for one side, the whol i 
day lont;. lit; nciver ttiok to cro(|ui!t, 
!mt hail lawii-tfiiiiis lii'cM played in llic 
(.lad's Mill (lays, he would certainly 
liave fiijoycil this ^,•ull<^. Ilr liktul 
"Ainencaii howls," at which Ik' u.-^ed 
constantly to |ilay with hi.i male guests. 
For OIK! of liis''iii)provenKints," he had 
turiii-il a uastejiirci' of land into a ero- 
quel-L;roiiiiil and liowltni;-t;r('(;ii. In tll» 
mcailow hf tiscii also io practit^e many 
of his "ii'iidin^'s;" anil any stranger jias- 
ii'ni'^ ilmvn the lane and seeiny liiiii 
gestieiilal ing uml hearing him talking', 
laugiiing ami sometimes, it may he, 
weeping, most siirely would liavt.! 
tliught liini nut of his iniad 'I'lie get- 
ting-up of those "readings" gave him 
an imiiiriiso amount of lahotir and 
fatigue, and sorrowful parts triilu him 
gri!ai.ly. b'or instance, in the reading 
of "liiltlo Dombey," it was hard for 
him to steel liis heart as to be alilii to 
read tlii! death without breaking down, 
or displaying too miu:h emotion, lie 
often told iiow iiiiirh he stiU'crcil over 
this storv, .ind how it would have been 
impossihle for him to have gone 
through with it had he not kejit con 
Btantly before his eyes the picture of 
hiH own "riorn," alive and strong and 
well. 

Ilisori'iit neatness and tidiness have 
alrc-iiiy \<rr.n alliidi'il lo, as also his woii- 
ileiful sense of oiih'i'. 'riir lirst thing he 
did (tver iimrning, befoic goiny to work-, 
was to make a circuit of the garden, 
and then go over tlin whole house, to 
see that every thing was in its [iluei!, 
Iieat and orderly. 

'I'hi.s was also the first thing he did 
Uptni his i-i'liirn honw after any ah- 
H(!iK'e, .'\ more thoroughly orderly na- 
ture never existed. It must have been 
through this gift ot order that he wtn 
enabled lo mako time, notwilhstandin;, 
any amount of v/ork, to <;ive to the ini- 
nutest househoM ih-lails. Eeforrt a din- 
jier-parl V, the me u was always .sub 
milteil lo him for approval, and ho al- 
ways made ;i neat little plan of the ta- 
ble with the nunies of guests marked 
in tlie. re.spective places and a list of 
who was to bake who in lo dinner. He 
had constantly some "bright idea" or 
other as to tlie arrangement of the 
table or ruoin.s. 

Ho had a si range aversion lo sayinj; 
good by, and would do anything he 
poHsibly could to avoid going through 
t|ie ordeal. 

In a letter to a friend (Miarles Dick- 
ens wrile.x: 

"Another generation beging to peep 
above Ihi' tiiblr. 1 oliee usril lo think 
>yhut a horrible thing it was to be a 



grandfather. Fiiuling that the calami- 
ty fall.H upon iiie without prrceiving 
any other changi^ in myself, L bear it, 
like a man." 

But as ho so disliked the name of 
grandfather as applied to himself, llie.st! 
grandchildren were taught by liiin to 
call him " Vi!iier;il.'les." And to this day 
bume of them still speak of him by his- 
self-iuventcd name. Now, there is 
another and younger family who never 
knew "Venerables," but who are taught 
to know his likeness, and taught to 
know hi hooks through the pictures in 
them, as ^,oon as they can be taught 
anythiii;', and whose biiliy hands lay 
hright II iwers ujion thi; stone in West- 
minster Abhy, every DthofJuiie and 
every ( 'hristmas Eve. 

For, in reiiiembrimee of his love for 
all that is gay in color, hoik,' hut the 
brightest llowers, ami idso some of the 
gorgeous American leaves, sent hv a 
friend for the piirposi!, are laid ii|Hin 
the sluno, making that one spot, m 
the midst if the vast and sohMun build- 
ing, bright aiiil beaiilifiil. 

In a lelter In •'I'huii," l.cfurr his de- 
parture for Aiisti'tdia, (.'liarles Dickens 
writes: "I hope you will he alile lo .s.ay 
in after life, thai you had a kind f itli- 
ei'." And to hope, each i>iie of his child 
ren can answer with a^htving, giiiteful 
heart. Amen.

I will describe a tyyieal Idrigi 
houso, which is occupieil by the aged 
daughter and three grown-uii graiul- 
children of a fisherman named Jolui 
Macdoaald, who has been dead for 
many jears. The croft upon which it 
stttnds tilopes southward toward the bay 
of Uigi and is ono of some 350 tliat be- 
long to Maj. Fraser of Kilnitiir. It is 
about two aud a half acres in extent, 
and pays a nominal rental of rather 
more than Xdj a temporary reduction 
of 25 percent, off tho sum having, how- 
ever, been conceded durinc; the last two 
or tliriii) year.s by the proprietor. Near 
the center of tho croft is a sea of 
sticky mud; and amid tho slough are 
two Tcry Binall stacks of corn, each 
about nine fecit high by six in diamet 
er, carefully thatched, and covered with 
old nets to prevent tliuir being sc^iller 
ed to tlis winds. (Jloau at liaiul is llio 
house — a building of rough, uninortar- 
ed Btoue, luoasuring perhaps ten feet 
by twenty, and very thickly roofed; 
first with "divits" of turf, then with a 
close thatch of heathnr, and finally w ith 
fragments of coarse netting weight- 
sd with lumps of gray trap. Tll(^ 
door is broken, and will not shut pro- 
perly; thero is no cliininey. and the 
sole window, coiiaiBting of a single paiiu 
of glass, has an area of not more than 
three Kijuuro foot. From tho doorway, 
and from a sniall hole in the low roof, 
volumes of peat nmoke escape; and 
when I eiilored the hut I could not for 
.s(!voral inlnut(!.s distinguish anvtliing 
within, ov\-iiig to tho dense fumes that 
rose from a scanty tire smouldering on 
the door in tho middle of the gloomy 
room. At lii.stmy eyes Liocuaie accustom- 
ed to the semi-darkiioss, and I was able 
to iii.nke out the forms of the iniii'itcs 
(if llie liovel. They sat luiihlleil lugellier 
on ll low black settle, warming tlieiii- 
Hfilvo.s, and greeiiily watching a hatter 
ed pot that, suspended from an im- 
jiroviseJ tripod above the lire, contain- 
ing a <[uantiLy of thin broth; the main 
iiigreiliiMits of wliicli were, as J after- 
wiuil dibcovored, iioialoes ittid lisli. I 
shared tlio poor iieojilo's meal of broth 
and oaten cake, while the smoke curled 
upward and hung bonitath the roof in 
an lni[)nnotrabk' cloud; the wlioh; niak- 
iug, Mitli the festooned fishing nets aiKi 
tilt; tatttTud oihikiii:s on tiie. wiill.s, iiu 
interior which Teniiirs would have de- 
lighted to paint, if thero bad been any 
jollity in the scene. There was no table; 
but at one end of the room thero was a 
slinky droaser on which was arranged a 
poor display of cracked crockery and 
rusty liiiH. Tho inside of thu house was 
divided by inoaiis of rottcu partitions 
about six foot in height, into thrive 
Hinall chambers; ono being the living 
room, a second a bed room and the 
third a lumber and store-room. In the 
bcd-rooin the clothes wero simply old 
rags and SHoking, barely suiricieiit to 
cover poor liuinanit.y; and the Hour 
tlirougliout was formed, so far ii.s 1 
could .SCO, of tho hard oartli. V(\t this 
liuuao of tho Macdonalds was a palace 
in comparison with some of the iiuts I 
visited elsewhere. One iiad neither 
door nor window. I crawled into it 
through an irregular aperture less than 
three fi!iit high, and found myself 
among some ducks that were picking 
up scraps from amid the garbage with 
which the camp floor was littered. The 
sole tenant of this hovel was an old wo- 
man who had a hacking cough. In an- 
other hut the rain-water dripiied from 
the broken roof and Hooded the only 
ruoiii in which seven people sat croucii 
ing. 

Uno might reasonably nxjioct to (ind 
that tho people who lived in such 
wretchedness are stunted and evil look- 
ing. But; they aro not. They are a 
tliick-sofc intolligont race, and soiiin of 
tlie girls are niodids of bu.Komiicss, al- 
though before niiddle-ugcd all the wo 
iiKui become withered. Tli(>y are long- 
lived, too. Their faults are that they aro 
idle aud saturated with supersition and 
pnyudicR In only ono out of at least a 
score of Crofters liouseH which I enter- 
ed, did [ see any sign that the IniiiateH 
regularly devoted thciusolves to ro- 
niuiieratire homo eniployment. In that 
ono, two women were weaving lioine- 
spun tweed, and capital cloth they niado 
on their awkward loom. I am glad to 
be abio to oay that moat of the Skye 
landlords wear this tweed when they 
can get it; but if they were a wider de- 
ninnil there wonlij hu a larger supply, 
and llio islanders would bo proportion- 
ately beHetitod. Until quite recently 
there ■were weavers in almost every 
township, and tho art might be easily 
revived. The crofter.s can now get 
cheaper material for tlieinscd ves from 
iM aiiclii^.sler, iiiid it is almost exclusive- 
ly the richer classes who use I weed of 
the island. — St. Jaraes' Gazette.

A 8tTun','<) custom prevails in the Him- 
alivyaii distriuts, it is a cftri'mony per- 
formed l)y tho Hadis, or rDpcdiuurers, to 
bring pro.spority to tho villn;,'os to which 
thc;y lii'lon.tj. A ropu is strctohixl from 
thi> suinruit of a clitt to tho valley bo- 
lictith, ilio ends beiii^' miide t'list to 
Btiikcs driven into the f^roiuiil. Tho 
B;idi, sciitcd astride on a wooden saddle, 
well greasetl to iiuikt; it run freely, rides 
from tho top to the hottoiiiof tho rope. 
Tho puce, of (juurso, varies acoordinsr to 
tho ilogrco of iiioliuation given to the 
rope, but as may be imagined, it is always 
very rapid and sometimes terrific. 

Prec.Tiltioiis are taken to prevent neci- 
dents. Till' sadillft is fastened, for in- 
stil nee, so that it can not ^lip round ttio 
ropu (us saddles on horses have soiiio- 
timea been known to do, to tho discom- 
fort of their ridora), and tho Biidi'? fei t 
aro biiUnstod by sand bags to maiiitiiin 
his perpondiculnr, and tho only danger 
in from a possible breaking of thu rope.

Two old sea captains were standing on 
the wharf whon a reporter eamo ujj. One 
of thorn remarked: "I ndss some familiar 
. faces that 1 used to >ee on this wharf," 
and turning to the clerk in charge, ho 
ln(iuired: "Where are tho old Dutch 
women who used to pick up cotfco 
grains hero?" 

The other captain echoed tho inqinry, 
saying that he had always seen tliein 
as thick as bees when ho arrived in port 
ivith a cargo of colfoe, sugar or mo- 
lasses. 

"Gentlemen," replied tho clerk, with 
n serio-comic countenance, "that is ono 
of the departed industries of Finltinioro. 
It went with our sugar rofmerirs, great 
cooper shops and other things ci)nncet<Hl 
with our lost foreign trade. Tea or 
liftoeu years ago, tliese colfuo pickers 
l)lied their trtwlo regularly. Thoy started 
out in the morning and made h round 
of tho wharves. The coffee Imported 
by tho mei-chants was then taken to 
l)rivate warohoiiscs and on its arrival, il 
was sampled by riiiuiing a 'fryer' into a 
bag as you see that clerk over there 
<lonig. As a matter of course, some of 
the grains fell to the ground. The 
.stevedores also drojjped some gi'ains in 
handling nn<l sometimes a bag was torn 
and more grains would fidl out. Again, 
when tho bags were thrown on llie drays 
more grains would bo spilled and these 
women, Until llki;, would glean 
after tho laborers. When the drays 
reached tlii' merchant's store, tlu! women 
would be on hand and gather what 
grains would fall. Often a clerk rould 
sample the sacks to see that the cofToo 
graded all right. This gave (beiii an- 
other chaiici\ So yousdo tliry followud 
the eolTcc from llu^ .ship's side to tho 
niorehant's stoi-e. 

"Now you <aii well imagine that ono 
industrious and hvely woman could 
gather fioin five to ten pounds a day. 
They had no o.Kpenao: they brought their 
meals with tlieni, and ate" when tho meii 
stopped work for dinner. Some of them 
got on the right sirlo of custom-h'ouso 
men, who, as tliorc was a duly un colTco 
then, had (n \w around, and they often 
got a good gleaning from an o.xtra largo 
rip in a liug. Now, ton pounds of coffee 
was worth at least $2 then, and, by count- 
ing that up in a year, you will roo that 
I was not wrong in the .statomiuit that, 
the hnsiness was a <^ood ono. Beside.", 
coffee was not their only coinnioditv? 
Thoy did very well in sugar, too.' '
